Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Fresh Meat #4 This is it! 

is Not Approved. 

if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The slick contains images of full-body female nudity and explicit scenes of sexual activity. The 
sexual activity includes fellatio and anal and vaginal intercourse. The impact of the images is 
strong given the genital focus on the back of the slick. The effect of such a representation is that 
the women are presented as sexual objects. Such a representation is considered by the 
Classification Office to be significantly degrading, and dehumanising to women. Such an image is 
amplified by the title of the publication which describes women as "fresh meat" and the placement 
of arrows from the title to the woman or genitals of the woman on the front cover and spine. The 
title and arrows have the effect of reducing women to body parts. This imagery both strongly 
degrades and dehumanises women. These images are balanced to a certain extent by the full- 
body images of the women with their faces visible, the result of which is to present the women as 
individuals. Flowever this is not sufficient to detract from the overall degrading and dehumanising 
effect of the slick. 

Given the strong degrading, and dehumanising imagery, the Classification Office is of the opinion 
that the public display of this video slick is likely to be injurious to the public good and therefore 
objectionable if submitted for classification pursuant to si 3 of the Films,Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the slick. The 
Classification Office is of the opinion that the classification of the slick as objectionable is a 
justifiable limit on the freedom of expression that is prescribed by law given the degrading and 
dehumanising manner in which women are presented. The Classification Office believes that 
there is a demonstrable link between the objective of preventing injury to the public good by 
eliminating such images of women and the availability of this slick.
